Cairo, 111., April 3 — W ith the high­ 
est Hood waters passing Cairo In the 
Ohio river the city is at a state of 
expectancy never before experienced. 
The river gauge stood 54.4, a stage 
three-tenths of an inch higher than 
any previous record. 
N early every hour brought reports 
of trouble in other cities, the verifica­ 
tion of which was impossible from 
this isolated town. 
One of the most thrilling of the sto­ 
ries to reach here was brought by 
Captain S. A. Martin, regimental quar­ 
termaster, and Captain H. A. Jam ie­ 
son of the Sixth 
Missouri nutioual 
guard. 
They were rescued from a section 
of the levee which broke away at Bird 
Point,

launch and brought to Cairo. 
Thirty-six of their men, they said, 
are uow on the levee section, which is 
200 yards long and ten feet wide, and 
floating down the Mississippi.

Levi P. Morton, vice president of the 
United States under Benjamin Harri­ 
son and governor of New York for the 
term beginning in 1S94, appears in 
history with big success to bls credit 
Mr. Morton In his long and active life 
figured 
as 
schoolteacher, 
merchant, 
banker, farmer, statesman and diplo­ 
mat. 
Incidents in bls career arc recorded 
In interesting anecdotes. He began life 
as a boy doing chores in a country 
grocery store. 
He next eked a penuri­ 
ous living from teaching a small dis­ 
trict school. 
A notable story of Mr. Morton after 
be bad reached the position of wealth 
Is that of how he gave pin money 
houses to each of his five daughters. 
Mr. Morton set aside a row of five 
handsome brownstone houses in West 
Ninety-fifth street, near Central park. 
New York, for his daughters. 
They 
were worth $30,000 apiece years ago. 
when he first acquired them, and rap­ 
idly took on Increased value. 
As each of the Misses Morton came 
to her twenty-first birthday Mr. Mor­ 
ton conferred upon her one of the fine 
residences as a pin money gift 
It 
was a matter of much public interest 
when the social calendar announced 
the approaching coming out party of 
one of the young women, and It be­ 


came known incidentally that a pin 
money house was to change hands. 


Accepted Lib erty Statue. 
As United States minister to France 
Mr. Morton was the one to formally 
accept the Liberty statue from France. 
He hammered the first nail in the con 
structlon of the great monument. 
While governor and during his re­ 
tirement from public life Mr. Morton 
found chief diversion in his magnifi­ 
cent farm estate of Ellerslie, at Rhine- 
cJl/T-on-the-Hudson. It comprises about 
1,000 acres of splendidly scenic land. 
with a park of lawns, walks, knolls, 
shady dells and gardens. 
It possesses 
great greenhouses and a flue herd of 
blooded Guernsey cattle. 
Mr. Morton received notable prizes 
for his three animals, uamed Crown 
Prince of Orange, Annatto aud Lord 
Worth III. 
As a diplomat Mr. Morton won the 
credit for obtaining from France a de 
cree relieving American banks, tele­ 
graph and insurance companies from 
the hardship of being unable to col­ 
lect any debt In France from any 
French citizen 
Mr. Morton first became a prominent 
merchant as member of the firm of 
Morton & Grinnell, dealing in dry 
goods In New York. An amusing story 
is told of this venture. 
The young 
clerks in the store acquired the fash­ 
ion of wearing trim. natty little mus­ 
tachio^. 
One day an order appeared 
on the walls requiring that the clerks 
appear to work without their mus­ 
taches before a certain date or be 
ready to resign. 


H ow M u stach io * Disappeared. 
There wasn’t nny strike, and from all 
accounts the mustaches disappeared. 
Mr. Morton in telling the story in aft­ 
er years asserted he hadn’t placed the 
cruel order on the walls, but under­ 
stood that some of the country cus­ 
tomers had complained to one of the 
managers that they didn’t like being 
waited upon by young men wearing 
high hats and mustachios. 
It was the 
manager who Issued the order. 
This firm went Into bankruptcy dur- 
lng the civil war, and the creditors re­ 
ceived 60 cents on the dollar. 
Years 
afterward, when Mr. Morion had re­ 
couped his fortune, he Invited the cred­ 
itors of the Morton & Grinnell firm to 
a big dinner. 
At each man’s plate 
was a check for the balance due him 
on the old account

ly, In order to get at the opinion of the 
scientific world, tile Biblical World ask­ 
ed a number of t he leaders of American 
science to give an answer of not to ex­ 
ceed HK) words to the question. ‘Does 
modern science still believe in evolu­ 
tion?' 
The 
unanimity 
of 
response 
makes It apparent that our theological 
thinking cannot 
ignore, 
much 
less 
deny, the place evolution is holding in 
our modern world 
For our own part. 
we believe that, so far from l>eing In­ 
consistent with the gospel, evolution 
furnishes one of the means by which 
we may better understand the relations 
of God with this world.” 


Opinions of the Scientists. 
Some of the opinions expressed by 
the scientists are by William Fatten, 
professor of biology and zoology, Dart­ 
mouth college: “ Evolution is the ac­ 
cepted doctrine of the natural sciences 
to the extent thnt It lins long ceased to 
be a subject of debate In standard sci­ 
entific journals or In the organized 
conferences of men of science. 
It is no 
longer a question of whether this, that 
or the other has been evolved, but 
where and when and how and why it 
was evolved. 
As for biologists, they 
are now further from agreement as to 
what constitutes the processes and 
conditions essential to organic develop 
merit and further from mutual under­ 
sta n d in g or from a just appreciation of 
1 both tile supplementary and antago­ 
nistic views held by their colleagues 
! than they were a year ago. 
“This is an Index of real progress 
along divergent lines, too rapid for the 
pioneers to keep in constant touch with 
each other or with the rear guard. The 
brief reports of Individual success or 
failure on the frontier which from time 
to time reach the public ear are. as a 
rule, unintelligible to the layman They 
are sometimes Improperly utilized to 
proclaim a general defeat or a general 
victory for this or that cause, to allay 
partisan fear or encourage partisan 
hope. Allow me, a sold ier in the ranks 
to report thnt there Is but one army In 
the field, that the fight moves bravely 
on toward ‘the light’ and science and 
humanity lend."
